guddin growth of Kung Yik Fau must 
cause those preconceived apinions of the 
Chinese and their ways, formed from ob- 
servations of the past, to revise their judg- 
ment and to look upon the unexpected as 
having happened.. Wo recently had an op- 
portunity of visiting this new port, and in- 
quired more than cursorily into the causes 
of the abnormal growth of the place Two 
years ago, like most of the sutrounding 
neighbourhood, the land on whioh the town 
now stunds was nothing but lowlying coun- 
try covered with paddy fields twice each 
year, and with tumultuous inundations 
whonever the summer floods swepb ovor 
the delta. The projectors of the great 
enterprise, who are all Chinese, and for 
the most part returned emigrants from 
America and Australia, determined to 
attompt something that should win tho 
admiration of their neighbours, and, at tha 
same time, il their own - pockets with 
dollars in tho coming . days, - Speaking 
generally we should think that it was a 
loap in tho dark. There was nothing ‘on 
tho spot to suggest that it would become a 


‘| contre of great commercial activity, for no 


business of any kind had ever boon at- 
tempted there. On the other hand, tho 
site abbutted on the wide waters of the 
main river, made up of streams from tho 
counties farther up the delta, It was 
belioved that if it were mado a distributing 
centre that it would become flourishing, 
when the various railways projected from 
Kongmun, Sanui and other places, methere 
and brought their merchandise and pas- 
songers and connected these towns direct 
with Hongkong, and, through Hongkong, 
with the wider world boyond. 
Lrief were the ideas of the projectors of 
the scheme, and probably their efforts will 
be followed with capital results. Whilst 
tho moving spirits of tho onterprise mo 
returacd emigrants, many of the wealthy 
citizens of the delta have had faith enough 
in the project to advunce large sums of 
niorey to get the work on its way. 
The first thing.done was the building.of 
a river front, and the bnnd is built 
of cut granite. Tho material has ali bean 
trausported thither by native boats. The 


_] work is fairly well done, though the facing 


of the top ticr is not specially level, and 
tho lines of the whole aro not such a8 
would satisfy 
Larchitects, “Probably the length of the 
bund is‘ nbout “half a mile. Be- 
twoon this bund, and the first row, of 
shops. there ‘is now a  cunsiderible 
space,. which at present is unfinished, 
aud is covered with piles of build- 
ing materials, and with swamps of dirty 
water uud piles of rubbish, This, proba- 
bly, will Some day be peopled, and then 
will form a fine work dn the river's bank. 
‘The streets are parallel with each other, of 
which at present there are four, and these 
cover the entire space hetween the river 
and a mud-covered canal at the hack of the 
settlement, Tho sh: ps are built of “brick 
according ty Chinese models, and 
each is provided with a small upper 
room and a’ closed-in verandah, It 
je almost a misfortune that the houses 
have not been: built higher and some 
apices left for the sake of fresh 
airund health, “Of the conspicuous build- 
ings, somo two or three may be mentioned. 
First of all. thero isthe hotel, ‘This isa 
three storied building, and is in its plan 
The 
floors are all covered with coloured tiles, 
and, indoed, this was necessery” if elean- 
liness was to be attempted... The furniture 
is for the most part. Chinese, though 
soch° innovations as tableeloths are in 
evidence, moro or less eleun. It has pre- 
pared several 
entigrants, it-is presumed, arid therein 
ara iron beds With white coverlets 
and foreign pillows.. These rooms seem:
